Following is the text of Barbara Adams 
Dahms’ testimony to the California As- 
sembly Transportation Committee regard- 
ing AB289, the Motorcycle Danger Bill: 


«We all agree that the idea of safety 
is an admirable one, But as the Motor- 
cycle Safety Council has pointed out, 
‘the use of helmets is to save lives after 
the fact of an accident, We support train- 
ing and licensing to prevent accidents,’ 

‘We strongly support a motorcycle li- 
ceense provision, We blieve it should be 
a special license based on knowledge of 
the rules of the road and one’s ability to 
handle a two wheel machine. We do not 
favor a two wheel license predicated upon 
a four wheel one, 

«We do not believe in compulsory hel- 
met laws, even to save lives, Helmets 
will never prevent accidents, They can 
conceivably cause them, As was amply 
described to this committee last year, 
helmets interfere drastically with hear- 
ing. The full helmet which will probably 
be the natiònal standard, has consider- 
able rim around the face which cuts off 
peripheral vision as well as the view of 
objects behind in the quick-head-turn 
which is an absolute necessity for safe 
operation. No number of rear view mir- 
rors can replace the look around. 
Furthermore the helmet decreases head 
mobility, constant wearing can cause 
headaches and general discomfort. No 
machine can be operated as safety by an 
uncomfortable and irritated person, 

“And how about the lives helmets 
save? Statistics are limited. The best 
study to date was recently completed by 
the California Highway Patrol, It is an 
excellent study and as in all excellent 
studies gives no clear cut indication of 
the answers. 

«From the considerable mass of sta- 
tistics in this study, there is anestimate 
made that 26,49% of all reported injuries 
are head injuries, This includes all kind 
of head injuries,.not just fatal ones, 
Head injuries include bumps, abrasions, 
cuts, etc, The police did not consider 
themselves qualified to diagnose the ex- 
tent of injury so all head injuries are 
lumped together.

California motorcycle ‘enthusiasts for the first time will be given 
the opportunity to have their own lobbyist in the state capitol to deal 
with the current crop of motorcycle legislation. Barbara Adams Dahms 
has agreed to represent riders’ interests in Sacramento and manage a 
legislative advisory program to bridge the “opinion gap” between en- 


thusiasts and lawmakers. 


One Down, 3 To Go 
Drawing on her experience as a legislative advocate for Califor 
nians Against State Executions, Mrs. Dahms was instrumental in de- 
feating John F, Foran’s motorcycle “Danger Bill” in the state Senate 


last year. 


This year motorcycle enthusiasts were faced with not just one but 
four separate anti-motorcycle bills. Aided by a lot of individual motor 
cycle riders who wrote letters, sent wires and otherwise brought their 
views in the matter to the attention of their legislators, Barbara was 
able to have the compulsory helmet passage struck out of Ralph Dills’ 
Senate Bill 111, with the consent of its author. As this issue is rolling 
off the presses, Mrs. Dahms is again in Sacramento, testifying on be- 
half of motoreycle enthusiasts before the Assembly Ways & Means Com- 
mittee, which is deciding on the new Foran Danger Bill (AB289). 

All three of the mistaken bills remaining can be defeated before 
they become law, Barbara is confident. But it may be expensive. To 
help defray the rising cost of legislative influence; and to give each 
enthusiast concerned a chance to make his voice heard, a new party 
has been founded — U.M.E, — The United Motorcycle Enthusiasts. of 


California.

The 
total fatal injuries of all kinds was only 
319 that year, If preventing 49% of head 
injuries means also saving 49% of fatali- 
ties the estimated saving in lives would 
be 156. But there is nothing to support 
this correlation because we donot really 
know what caused the fatalities, 
“However the National Safety Council 
has estimated that about 70% of both cycle 
and auto fatalities are caused by head 
injuries, Using this and the figures let’s 
make an estimate, 319 fatalities x 70%

If helmets saved half they would save 112 
lives on cycles, How about automobiles? 
There were 6,284 automobile fatalities 
in this state that year. 6,284-fatalities x 
70% equal 4,398 auto deaths due to head 
injuries, If helmets saved half of these 
(and why not, if helmets prevent head 
injuries?) the saving in lives would be 
2,200 automobile occupants, 

te Motorcycle accidents account for 5% 
of vehicle deaths in California., Motor- 
cycle accidents account for 5% of re- 
ported vehicle accidents in California, 
Nationwide the percentage is 2 to 3%. If 
our goal is truly to save lives on the 
roads we must require helmets on the 
other 95%, It does not seem reasonable 
to protect 5% and leave the other 95% 
unprotected, 

“It is interesting to note that nationally 
9,300 pedestrians were killed in 1966, 
Many others died from falls in the bath, 
The majority of these deaths too, were 
due to head injuries. If we are to save 
lives it seems only logical to put helmets 
on cyclists, autoists, pedestrians, and 
people taking baths, 

Or we could leave the whole matter up 
to the individual, as indeed we shall doin 
most of the aforementioned cases. A 
helmet is a strikingly individual matter, 
It becomes a part of personal wearing 
apparel, fitted to the individual who owns 
it, It is not interchangable. 

‘tA motorcycle rider will wear what is 
comfortable to him, unless there is a 
regulation affecting his choice, And com- 
fort is an important safety factor, A 
rider who chooses to wear a helmet will 
buy a good one and keep it in good con- 
dition, A rider who is forced to buy one 
can be expected to buy the cheapest one 
possible and have little concern for its 
condition, ` 

“If California passes licensing provi- 
sions unencumbered by helmet require- 
ments we will have a chance to test 
safety value of training and knowledge in 
motorcycle operation, This can be an 
important contribution to the overall 
national safety picture.”

FIRST MOTO- CROSS 
By John Shedd 

The first moto-cross held 
March 24 at the new Saddleback 
Park was sponsored by the Cali- 
fornia Moto-Cross Club, and it 
produced plenty of mixed and 
varied opinions. 





The circuit is laid out in such a way 
that it remainds one of an ancient out- 
door theater with the spectators sitting 
on the hillside watching the gladiators 
below. From the spectator’s viewpoint, 
it is without a doubt the best bike course 
of any kind in the L.A. arena, excluding 
Ascot, because almost the entire course 
is visible from the spectators’ area and 
the pit area. Another favorable aspect 
is the Irvine Park location. It couldn’t 
be better, 

The course itself is located alongside 
Santiago Blvd, It is so close to the road 
that many Sunday drivers pulled over to 
take a look, There are almost no level 
sections in the circuit except for the 
starting area. You are either going up- 
hill or downhill, The track was original- 
ly laid out by Belgium’s Joel Robert, 
simply by riding over it on his bike, but 
prior to Sunday’s meet, its surface had 
become hard packed so it was plowed up. 
This however, turned out not to be a 
good idea, The numerous rocks that were 
turned up as a result made it very diffi- 
cult to ride out of the hard, narrow 
groove. The groove widened as the day 
wore on, but the fast course covered with 
loose rock and powder fine sand on the 
adobe base allowed few competitors to 
ride over their heads without taking a 
spill, 


Top Talent 


If the riding talent which turned out for 
the event is any indication of things to 
come, moto-cross will progress by leaps 
and bounds until it becomes number one, 
Many desert and scrambles riders are 
giving moto-cross a try and finding it’s 
«the only way to fly.’ 

The 250 Expert event was not only 
loaded with top riders, but every finish- 
ing position was hotly contested in both 
motos. Desert ace Steve Hurd, on his 
Kawasaki, leaped into the lead, with Bill 
Silverthorn (Husqvarna), Ray McCarty 
(Yamaha) and Preston Petty (Suzuki) in 
single file and pushing hard, Petty began 
closing it up and took over third from 
McCarty. Husky jockies Gunnar Lind- 
strom and Lars Larson both got bad 
starts, but they were soon picking off 
riders one by one and moving up. Hurd 
lost it coming out of a sharp downhill 
hairpin, and Silverthorn moved into the 
lead followed by Petty. By the time Hurd 
got back under way, he was fifth and 
Larson was snapping at his heels, Larson 
was closing fast, and in no time, he had 
moved up to third behind Silverthorn and 
Petty who were really dicing. Petty had 
his problems, and Silverthorn managed 
to pull away only to find Larson in sec- 
ond dnd pushing hard, Larson almost 
squeezed by, but Silverthorn held him 
off and took the flag with Larson on his 
tail and Lindstrom in for third, 

In the second moto it was Larson 
shooting out in front, with Silverthorn 
again in second, Lindstrom third and 
Petty fourth, Petty immediately took a 
spill and Hurd moved into fourth position, 
On the second lap, Lindstrom pulled 
around Silverthorn and closed up on Lar- 
son. From here on, it was a close duel 
to the finish, but Lindstrom was deter- 
mined to take the win and finally man- 
aged to get by Larson and do just that. 
Silverthorn took the class win with a 
time of 14.35, bettering Lindstrom’s 
time by nineteen seconds,

The 500 Junior race was also a hotly 
contested event, Bultaco riders Bob 
Kulek and John Maynard were out for 
their Sunday duel, It was a nip and tuck 
battle between the two 360cc El Bandidos, 
and it was Kulek who brought his in to 
seize the gold. 

The 500 Expert event was the doozie 
of the day. The unbelievable Chuck 
“Feets’” Minert zapped his 441 Victor 
out in the lead, with the likes of J.N, 
Roberts, Gunnar Lindstrom, Ron Nelson 
and Lars Larson playing catch-up. Min- 
ert and Beezer were really wailing. 
Gunnar moved up and bumped J.N, back 
to third, but for every inch he gained on 
Minert, he fought for, tooth and nail, 
Montesa-mounted Ron Nelson moved up 
through the pack and passed Husky- 
mounted J.N, for third.

time, he had to take to the boonies, and 
Minert plowed on ahead to take the win, 
Since there were only two motos, the 
winner was judged by the time, and 
Lindstrom bested Minert by 30 seconds, 

The California Moto-Cross Club turn- 
ed Saddleback’s first moto-cross into a 
smashing success, They are also doing 
a jam-up good job of promoting moto- 
cross in Southern California, and their 
membership is open to persons inter- 
ested in any aspect of moto-cross racing. 
Their meetings are held on the second 
Thursday of each month at 7:30 p.m, 
at the Poplar Playground on Pepper 
Street in Los Angeles, Their next event 
will be the professional AF M-sponsored 
National Moto-Cross on April 21st onan 
all new Carlsbad course, so any pros- 
pective new members will have achance 
to join up before the big one.

It was a beautiful day for scrambling 
at China Camp, Calif., on March 3. The 
sun was shining and the starting grid, 
about a mile long and a quarter-mile 
wide, was about a foot or more deep 
with mud and sludge and water from the 
recent rains, The rest of the course, 
more than five miles all told, was a sure- 
fire test to see which bike, not to men- 
tion its rider, could withstand the heat 
combined with mud and grooved trails 
the longest. 

More than 300 riders with their bikes 
showed up for the Marin County M,C.’ s 
grueling race, All classes combined, 
less than a hundred finished. Honda, 
Yamaha, and Triumph seemed able to 
withstand the longest. 

In the beginning, it took between 18-20 
minutes to complete the fifteen laps, 
(That is, 18-20 minutes per lap!)As the 
day’s racing drew to a close and the 
riders began to show obvious signs of 
tiring, there was a considerable amount 
of time lost on each succeeding lap.

Emil Ahola, Washington’s National 
Number 80, quietly destroyed the Open 
Class, winning his heat and A Main. 
Manhandling his new Norton P-11, Ahola 
stormed around the now much-rutted 
track making it look awfully easy but at 
the same time reminding the on-looker 
that this rider had obviously been out 
front many times before. His flawless 
performance brought the checkered flag 
down half-a-track ahead of second place 
man Tom Lesie, Triumph, who was there 
only because of one mistake made by 
third place Bob Fuller, also Triumph 
mounted, 


All events were run off with no time 
wasted fooling around, no shouting, 
everything controlled., The officials did 
an excellent job and should be com- 
mended. Racing returns to Woodland 
April 28, this time to their summer track 
more in the middle of town and the up- 
coming season will undoubtedly be just 
as successful as the closing one. 

It was with regret that the day’s races 
were run minus one competitor who this 
past year had established himself as a

With a lot of co-operation from the 
weather man, the ACA road race at 
Willow Springs on March 24 was a 
complete success as 157 entries en-

_ After a few hours practice in the 
morning, held in alternating half-hour 
sessions for lightweights and heavy- 
weights, the 3-lap heat races were run 
to give the riders a last minute check- 
over and to determine grid positions for 
the Main Events, 

The first event was the 15-mile 
combined 50cc Class I and Class II and 
100cc G.P. Roger Baeder (Kawasaki) 
took off in the lead, but on the second lap 
he lost it to Mike Lane on a Mel Dine- 
son-tuned Hodaka and had to settle for a 
second in the 100cc Class with third 
going to Sparkie Edmonston (Yamaha). 
Finishing fourth overall but first in 
Class I 50cc (50cc machines with more 
than 4 speeds) was Don Dierking on a 
CR-110 Honda, while Tony Nicosia push- 
ed his Suzuki across for a second after 
suffering from gremlins in the engine, 
Paul Wilde was fifth on the roads at the 
checker and seemed a sure winner in 
the Class II 50cc class but a protest was 
filed and after measuring his engine, it 
was found to be over the limit and hence 
disqualified. This left the win to Daniel 
Osborn on a Mondial, while Sid Chambers 
on a Chambers Enterprises Vampire 
finished second. Third and fourth went 
to Mike Capalite (Tohatsu) and Bill Ellis 
(Yamaha), 

The 15-mile Main for lightweight pro- 
duction machines found Steve Galbraith 
on a Bultaco and Bill Giles on a Suzuki 
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fighting for the lead in the race as well 
as the lead in the 200 class, as Bill led 
for the first four laps with Steve taking 
over for the last two after Bill dropped 
out of the race. This. left Steve first 
overall and first in the 200cc class; 
second finisher and first in the 275cc 
class was John Pinaglia on a Honda. Bob 
Goldsmith, third overall on his Bultaco 
finished second in the 200cc Class, 
Fourth and fifth place finishes also de- 
termined the winners in the 100cc and 
125cc classes as Alan Spears on his 
Honda was followed across the line by 
Paul Wilde on his 100ec Yamaha, 

The big upset of the day was in the 
third race which was the 350ce G,P, 25- 
mile Main Event in which Jerry Greene 
entered his production 350cc Bridgestone 
and walked off with the win from the first 
lap to the last. This will make some 
tuners sit up and take notice as Jerry 
would stretch his lead every lap and 
come by the start-finish line whisper- 
quiet as he didn’t evern bother to remove 
his mufflers or baffles for the G.P. 
event, and he was also one of the two un- 
faired machines in the race, sothis goes 
to show that maybe it doesn’t have to 
look like a racer to be a racer, There 
are a lot of 350cc riders and tuners tak- 
ing a second look at the potential of the 
new 350cc two-strokes, more so now 
after the impressive showing at Daytona. 

The 20 Mile combined 125cc-175cc- 
200cc bash found Steve Galbraith out 
‘duking for the lead again. This time his 
goal was the win in the 175cc class 
aboard a Power Research special, and 
his adversary and eventual winner of the 
race and the 175cc class was Dave Allee 
aboard a Honda. Steve gave it all it had 
and it was an exciting race from startto 
finish, but Steve had to settle for a second 
place in class, 125cc winner Chief Gal- 
braith was sixth on the roads while the 
200cc winner Bob King on a Suzuki fin- 
ished tenth overall, 

The 25-mile 250cc G.P, Main Event 
could be called “The Exciter” as it 
always seems to be dominated by Yama- 
ha; they took eight out of the first nine 
places, Ron Pierce on a Yamaha took the 
lead on the first lap, and was getting 
around in the smooth style of his that 
makes it look so easy when out of the 
pack came John Buckner, back from the 
wars to teach these young whippersnap- 
pers a thing or two, and it looked like he 
had never been away as he worked his 
way up and took over the lead in the 
fourth lap and held it to the checkered 
flag. It wasn’t as easy as all that, 
though, John had to push every minute of 
the race as Ron was right on his rear 
wheel waiting for one little mistake to 
be made, and this made it one of the most 
exciting races of the day. 
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As usual, this event, having the most 
entries, is also plagued with the most 
spills, and one of the most spectacular 
ones in a long time was performed by 
the lad from Bakersfield, Mike Lane, In 
the first lap, Mike had worked his way up 
to fourth, and was setting his sights on 
that third place position held by Ken 
Gardner on a Yamaha. On the second 
lap, he had gotten around Ken, but he 
was still in fourth place as Joe Hamilton 


on a Yamaha had passed both Ken and 
Mike. They screamed by the start-finish 
line, Mike hanging Joe’s draft, and as 
they headed for turn one, Mike made his 
bid and swung out to pass Joe on the in- 
side. With the corner rapidly approach- 
ing, they were side by side when sudden- 
ly Mike’s rear wheel started to smoke, 
His engine had locked up and before Mike 
could do anything to counter-act it, the 
machine went lock-to-lock a couple of 
times and then decided to unload Mike 
off the high side, which is just what it 
did. Luckily the seizure had slowed 
Mike’s machine enough that Joe made 
it around the first corner before Mike 
unloaded so a collision was avoided, 
After rolling and bumping for about 100 
to 150 feet, both Mike and the machine 
came to a halt. The ambulance was dis- 
patched to the corner before Mike had 
even stopped rolling, and after checking 
him over at the corner and back in the 
pit area, thé extent of his injuries were 
found to be a scratched elbow; ah, to be 
young again, 

The Heavyweight Production race was 
a 20-mile go that had even more people 
talking to themselves as Jerry Greene 
with his Bridgestone, on which he had 
already won the 350cc G.P, class in 
street trim, came back again to doinnot 
only the 250cc and 350cc production 
entries, but also the entries in the 500cc 
and Open production classes, Jerry fin- 
ished first on the road and first in the 
350cc class, with his nearest threat in 
second place another 350cc two-stroke, 
Nick Theroux on a Kawasaki, Third on 
the road and first in the 500cc class was 
Dick Kilgroe on a Honda, Finishing 
fourth overall and third in the 350cc 
class was Dave Allee on a Honda, Fifth 
across the finish line was 250cc class 
winner David Damron (Suzuki), Right 
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behind Damron came the Open Class 
winner, Triumph-mounted Roland Pagan. 

The Sidecars put on a thrilling display 
of handling ability as the winning team of 
driver Reg Pridmore and passenger 
Ernie Caesar proved once again the 
combination to beat took the flag in the 
10-mile sidecar go. Dave Fanara and 
Dave Calleri finished second, 

The 25-mile 500cc and Open race went 
pretty much as expected with Jody Nicho- 
las on his stormin’ BSA taking the lead 
and keeping it for the full 25 miles to take 
the win not only in the race, but in the 
Qpen Class. He was challenged repeated- 
ly after the second lap by eventual 500cc 
class winner Reg Pridmore on a Power 
Research Special, but even though the 
BSA was puffing a little smoke towards 
the end of the race, Jody cut his lap 
times from the first laps about 2 seconds 
in the later laps, and came across the 
line in fine style to bring home the glory 
for BSA, Third place finisher and second 
in the Open class was J.D, Williams on 
a Norton Atlas, 

So another Willow Springs road race 
is history, but it was a beautiful day for 
racing, and let’s hope the weather is as 
good for the next event at Willow — The 
Challenger. This isthe once-a-year race 
in which the course is run inthe reverse 
direction. See you there.

Roy Ald has aimed for a young audi- 
ence, I’m certain that for a teenage who 
knows little about motorcycle racing and 
is hankering for his first machine, the 
book offers a temporary dream fulfill- 
ment. For the, experienced scrambles 
rider, Ald’s lack of understanding of the 
sport is evident, and at times he will

find some of the faux pas quite funny, 

Joey Viccars, the hero who discovers 
in the end that his every aspect has 
room for improvement, is a slightly re- 
bellious high school student whose every 
walking hour is involved with motor- 
cycles. The story is based onthe motor- 
cycle explosion, and Joey’s desire and 
preparation to win the annual Piedmont 
City rough scrambles.’ He is called 
‘Kamikaze Joe’’ by his friends and ad- 
mirers, but his characterization doesn’t 
quite match the name. His super invinci- 
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ble scrambles machine is.a BSA Gold 
Star which he calls “Tar Baby,” Tar 
Baby is not only a top notch competition 
bike, but Joey also uses it to deliver 
hamburgers after school. 

Joey’s two big rivals in the upcoming 
scrambles are Grubby Grubman, who 
has a new Royal Enfield Interceptor and 
Reed Selby, who along with being the 
school’s star athlete, is-alsoin competi- 
tion with Joey for Coach Colter’ s daugh- 
ter, Anita, 

Coach Colter is the inevitable likeable 
adult who goes all out to organize a bike 
club and provide cycle recreation after 
a drag race between Joey and Grubby 
ends with the accident of an uninvolved 
motorist, Joey, however, would have 
nothing to do with the club, and many 
followed the lead of their hometown 
idol, Kamikaze Joe. 

As Joey, his sidekick Neeley and a 


‘few others were returning from a prac- 


tice run over Drop-Dead, a hill no one 
dared jump but Joey, they were met on 
the highway by an outlaw motorcycle 
club, the Marauders, This bunch was no 
ordinary one-percenter gang, They were 
every bit as mean and ornery as might 
be expected, but to top it off, they were 
all skilled scrambles riders that traveled 
from race to race, Ald’s slight know- 
ledge and lack of research is apparent 
in his choice of bikes he considers good 
scrambles equipment that the Marauders 
ride, For example, what would you think 
of a BMW R60 or the leader, Cove’s, 
dual-engined Triumph for rough scram- 


' bles? 


Joey’s confidence is slightly defiated 
after qualifications, when he finds he was 
the last to qualify for the big race. To 
make matters worse, Grubby is killed 
in a bike accident after the qualifying 
race, and Joey is blamed. The police 
forbid him to ride, and it appears that 
he will miss the annual classic. This 
restriction is lifted at the last moment, 
and he has his chance to compete with 
the best. 

Ald’s extreme use of alliteration in 
names, such as Neckless Noonan, Don- 
ald Donker, Chopper Charlie and many, 
many more make his characters seem 
somewhat unreal at first, but a few of 
them are quite well developed. His char- 
acterization of Joey Viccars is realistic 
and somewhat unusual, It is surely the 
best facet of ‘‘Rough Scrambles.’’

After teaching history to high school 
students for five years in Marathon, 
Florida, Julian Clinkscales, a thirty- 
seven-year-old bachelor, decided to call 
it quits and take a trip around the world 
on his BMW, 

Julian planned to sail by freighter from 
continent to continent and in turn cycle 
across each country. 

Using a world globe as a reference he 
considered the most favorable interna- 
tional climates and the best season of the 
year in which to tour each country. 

When feasible, the former teacher 
would try working at various jobs to help 
defray expenses, as well as doing plenty 
of sight-seeing. (He would also use 
American Express travelers checks and 
their offices as a mail stop.) 

In June, when the school term had ex- 
pired, Clinkscales visited his family, 
who own and operate a large pecan grove 
near Montgomery, Alabama. Shortly 
thereafter, packing little more than a 
camera and clothing necessities in his 
saddlebags, he headed west.. 

Wheeling from sunup to dusk, the 
hard-riding cycle aficionado crossed the 
country in three days. His first pro- 
longed stop was to be spent picking fruit 
in the lush fruit orchards of the Wenat- 
chee Valley in the State of Washington, 

For the ensuing three months, living 
in small town hotels and using his bike 
for transportation, Julian followed the 
harvest on the West Coast, 


Tough Enough 


By December he had gradually drifted 
to Southern California, his classroom 
muscles now toughened by the strenuous 
farm work, 

With winter approaching and the be- 
ginning of the dry season in Mexico and 
Central America, Clinkscales decided it 
was time to head south of the border. 

Desirous of crossing part of the South- 
west on his two-wheeler, Julian headed 
east for Nuevo Laredo and the Mexican 
border. On the long, flat stretches of 
Texas highways, he opened up the throttle 
and continuously cruised at top speeds. 

Any fears of running out of gas on the 
barren prairie roads were alleviated by 
his oversize gas tanks. Including two 
reserve tanks, he could run up to 400 
miles before stopping to refuel. 

Upon reaching Laredo, Texas, the wan- 
dering teacher had covered about 30,000 
miles throughout the United States since 
acquiring his German machine over a 
year ago. With no more than routine 
maintenance it had perfor medbeauti- 
fully. 
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From Nuevo Laredo it was approxi- 
mately 3100 miles if a motorist followed 
the famed Pan-American highway all the 
way down to the Panama Canal Zone, 
. The warm Texas weather suddenly 
became cold, influencing the traveling 
Floridian to stay over for two days ina 
Laredo hotel, waiting for ittoturn warm, 
His removable saddlebags were a great 
convenience when checking in or out of 
a hotel, 

However, it was still freezing when 
Clinkscales crossed over the Sierra 
Madre (Occidental) mountains to Mon- 
terrey, the cold finally forcing him to 
stop about 220 miles from Nuevo Laredo 
in Saltillo, a sma’ mountain village. 

In the morning, ieaving Saltillo, Julian 
continued on his way, again crossing 
rocky desert territory and ever climbing 
the steep, cliff-hanging roads, 


In The Boonies 

The only sign of visible life in this 
desolate Mexican country was an occa- 
sional small wayside village or a few 
grazing herds of livestock. Cows, goats 
and horses continuously wandered on and 
off the main highway. In the daytime they 
could readily be seen; however, at night 
they presented a constant riding hazard, 

Two hundred miles south of Saltillo, 
Clinkscales stopped for the night in 
Zacatecas, an old Spanish mining city, 
understandably chilly at an elevation of 
7,000 feet. 

The next morning, which was clear 
and sunny, he headed south for Guadala- 
jara and the Pacific Coast, the country 
changing from desert to semi-tropical, 
Vegetation and crops were abundantly 
growing in the inhabited valleys of this 
lonesome country, 

It was early evening when Julian 
reached Guadalajara, where heavy city 
traffic moved at a fast pace, and was 
in complete contrast to the sparseness 
of the rural areas, 

The following morning, while having 
his cycle serviced at a motorcycle shop 
(BMW dealer), Clinkscales was ap- 
proached by a wealthy Mexican ranch 
owner, who spoke excellent English and 
offered to buy his bike. Despite the fact 
that the former teacher could have made 
a good profit, he declined, as the sale 
would have been illegal in Mexico. 


Relaxing a few days in Guadalajara, 
Julian was surprised upon learning that 
the young and lovely desk clerk at his 
hotel was also the owner. After taking 
her for several rides in the surrounding 
countryside, they became well acquaint- 
ed. Two young and very pretty cocktail 
waitresses, who worked in the hotel’s 
lounge, he also took for rides on the back 
of his machine,

The former teacher quickly learned 
that his cycle was an open invitation and 
an easy way to meet native senoritas, 
As a result he stayed a fewmore days in 
Southern Mexico than anticipated, 

When stopping in small villages, Clink- 
scales found out that most of the Cam- 
pesinos, especially the children, were 
curious about him and his motorcycle, 
He was often asked: 

“Are you an Americano?” 

“Where are you from?” 

“Where are you going?” etc. 

Sometimes Julian gave a few of the 
little boys and girls a ride around the 
village square. From the delighted chil- 
drn he always learned a few more words 
of Spanish, 

After staying two nights in Moralis, 
where Mexican life still moves at aslow 
and easy pace, the lone rider headed for 
Mexico City. Travel was difficult as the 
road wound tediously through rugged 
mountain tops, The country was inhabited 
maihly by primitive Indians, 

Reaching Mexico City and maneuvering 
through onrushing traffic was similar to 
that of any large American city — dan- 
gerous, 

After a night club tour and watching 
the excitement of a Sunday bullfight, 
Clinkscales started for Guatemala, The 
mountainous terrain gave way to dense 
jungle vegetation and flattened out as he 
followed the coastal road paralleling the 
Bay of Tehuantepec. It now became hot

Approximately 1000 motorcyclists in- 
vaded the city of Yuma, Arizona on the 
weekend of March 16 and 17, They took 
over, meeting at every intersection and 
ambling up and down every street, Small 
groups of riders, standing about inpark- 
ing lots, waved at other small groups 
cycling by. In short, for two days, Yuma 
belonged to alien motorcyclists. What’s 
more, it’s happened to Yuma seven times 
in as many years, 

Local newspapers took note of this 
“rumble,” but other papers across the 
country didn’t bother. Maybe it was be- 
cause the townspeople of Yuma look for- 
ward to this annual return almost as 
much as the citizens of San Juan Capis- 
trano anticipate the return of the swal- 
lows, (And, strangely enough, both events 
usually occur at about the same time.) 
Unlike the swallows whose flocks seem 
to grow smaller annually, the Yuma 
invaders grow larger each year. 

Sponsored by the Norwalk Centaurs 
Motorcycle Club (which doesn’t have a 
single member living in Norwalk), the 
7th Annual Yuma Prison Run started 
from anywhere and finished at the Joe 
Henry Memorial Park in Yuma at 1p.m,. 
Saturday, March 16. (That was 2 p.m., 
Arizona time, a complication which con- 
fused a good many California riders who 
insisted on maintaining Pacific Coast 
Time on their watches.) 

The Centaurs had received 445 mail 
entries prior to the tour, expected a 
hundred or so post entries at Yuma. 
But, by noon, the line at the post entry 
table stretched back into the eucalypytus 
trees of the park, and later became even 
longer. 

“Our official total is 847 registra- 
tions,” Paul Imset, President of the 
Centaurs, reported. ‘‘But we know that 
there are a couple of hundred who haven’t 
signed up. Anyhow, it’s the biggest turn- 
out we’ve ever had,’’ 

The host club, which totals 11 members 
ended up with about 100 motorcycling 
tourists per member. They. started to 
arrive — solo, in pairs, and in groups — 
Friday evening, (Had they been going to 
Capistrano, they would have been known 
as ‘‘scouts’’,) By Saturday morning, the 
highways leading toward Yuma were 
dotted by machines — and the machines 
were dotted with bugs, The area was 
infested with large insects which ex- 
ploded in a brilliant yellowacross sever- 
al inches of windshield. A smaller type, 
splashed a pretty purple. The result was 
that most of the motorcycles lined up at 
the sign-in point looked like some sort 
of pop art exhibition; a one-man show 
by Jackson Pollack,

After de-bugging, the first scheduled 
event of the weekend then began — the 
parade. It formed at the official finish 
area (which also served as campgrounds 
for those who did not defect to the less- 
rugged comfort of a motel), Although not 
all tour members took part in the pro- 
cession across town to Kennedy Mem- 
orial Park, most did. The parade through 
Yuma has come to be one of the major 
events of the tour, 

One motorcycle patrol officer who 
held up traffic atan intersection for more 
than 20 minutes while the tour paraded 
by was asked if he had counted, “I 
tried,” he said, shaking his head, ‘“‘but I 
lost track along toward the last there,’’ 
How many had he reached when he be- 
came confused? ‘‘ Well, damn near 700,”’ 

There were at least that many at 
Kennedy Park for the judging and field 
meet Saturday afternoon, The tempera- 
ture roamed up to the low 80’s while 
entries in the best dressed judging 
gathered under the desert blue sky, 
which was slashed by streaks of cirrus 
clouds, 

The first judging was for clubentries, 
then for individuals. Meanwhile, at the 
far side of the park, the field meet got 
underway, Spectators wandered back and 
forth, occasionally pausing to star up at 
the aerobatrics performed by the Blue 
Angels, (In addition to the motorcycle 
run, Yuma was having an air show atthe 
nearby Marine facilities.) 

Starting at 5 o’clock, the bean supper 
was available at the H,H, Donkersley 
Post of the American Legion, just a few 
blocks south of the Park activities. Once 
word got around that chow was ready, 
the field meet lost many of its watchers, 
and the crowd around the judging acti- 
vities melted away. 

Hungry riders ate together at the long 
tables where everybody knew everybody 
else whether they had met before or not, 
The major means of starting a conversa- 
tion with a stranger was; ‘‘ Watch out for 
that tortilla sauce — it’s hot enough to 
fry your fillings,’ 

After a couple of hours of free-time 
the tour reconvened for a dance (western 
style combo) and presentation of the 
trophies. Soon after the 8 p.m, start, 
the Hall was filled with dancing, laughing 
riders, Many displayed club uniforms or 
colors. Among the bouncing mass were 


spotted such groups as; Los Cabelleros, 
Singing Wheels, Valley Vagabonds, Ox- 
nard M/C, Overlanders, Nuggets, Lucky 
Wheels, Freight Jockeys, Crowns, Jas- 
pers, Hi-Way Kings, Saddlelites, Pacific 
Coasters, Road Cruisers, Spinning 
Spokes, Arizona M/C, Mary’s Men, Ar- 
tesia Pioneers, Silver Eagles, and the 
Riding Roulettes. 


Trophies, handed out in two sessions, 
were constructed as little wooden prison 
cells, complete with a small prisoner, 
topped by a rider and his machine, 

When all the awards had ben pre- 
sented, it was nearly closing time. Be- 
cause of the difference in state laws, 
bars can stay open one hour longer in 
Winterhaven, over on the California side 
of the rider. Some cyclists took advan- 
tage of this extra hour, Others had a 
midnight snack in Yuma and decided 
they preferred an extra hour of sleep.

Sunday morning threatened imminent 
rain, but soon the overcast was burning 
off. There were no planned activities, so 
some tour members finally made it up 
the hill and across the bury railroad 
tracks to inspect the old Territorial 
Prison, 

The breeze, which had been caressing- 
ly mild, began to strengthen into a tree- 
shaking wind. In Joe Henry Memorial 
Park, campers hurried to take down 
their tents and pack their machines, 
Others took temporary refuge in cafes 
for breakfast or brunch. By noon, most 
of those attending the 1968 Yuma Prison 
Run were on their way home. Once 
again, all roads from Yuma were filled 
with motorcyclists, this time warding 
off the wind instead of the bugs, 

Those who were headed back to Cali- 
fornia chose one of two major routes; 
through San Diego or through Indio, 
Those who went the southern way fared 
best.

After sunset, the winds finally dimin- 
ished. Then the Yuma Prison Runriders 
(who had become more or less Indio 
prisoners on their own), climbed back on 
their motorcycles and, under a waning, 
windwashed moon, headed toward the 
ultimate destination of any run; home,

AMA BACKS 


PROMOTER 


No More 40% at Ascot 


J.C. Agajanian has won the first 
round of his attempt to reduce the 
costs of promoting motorcycle races 
at Ascot Park. Executives of the 
AMA have decided to grant Ascot 
sanctions for fixed purses instead of 
the customery 40%-of-the-gate which 
the professional riders are demand- 
ing through their guild, Motorcycle 
Racers, Incorporated. 

Friday night flattrack purses will 
be ‘set at $1,500 beginning with the 
season’s opener April 5. The purse 
for this weekend’s TT-Steeplechase 
will be pegged at a flat $1,800. 

What effect this reduction in rac- 
ers’ pay will have on the future of 
racing at the South Los Angeles. track 
reamins to be ‘seen, but the top tun- 
ers and’sponsors, as well as the vast 
majority of name riders have already 
statedthat they cannot afford to com- 
pete for the purses offered. 

The savings effected by the new 
purse ‘structure will permit the pro- 
motertoplanhis publicity campaigns 
with a more accurate estimation of 
total costs. Since at present there 
are no other AMA professional race 
promoters operating in the Los An- 
geles area, the MRI members will 
either have to accept the fixed purse 
arrangement or hang up the handle- 


bars. Other alternatives are being 
studied by the MRI. 

Forty percent of the gate purses 
were established by the racers guild 
20 years ago with the full backing of 
the AMA. District 37 was the only 
AMA district where 40% purses were 
paid. Fixed half-mile purses else- 
where in the nation range from $900 
to $3,500 per race.

QUESTION: Can the “Answer Man” 

solve the great Spanish- 
American mystery: What does the 
word“Cemoto” (on the Bultaco trade- 
mark) really mean? F.B.—Costa Mesa 


ANSWER: “CEMOTO” isan official 
corporation name com- 
posed of letters that abbreviate sev- 
eral Spanish words. Compania Es- 
panola De Motores, to be exact. 


QUES) ON: J have a 1965 Bultaco 
PurSang. Itis timed cor- 
rectly. I use Torco oil mixed 20-1 in 
regular gas. The bike misses as 
though it were fouling a plug, but 
this is not the case. The condenser 
is mounted in the open and is a Mal- 
lory. Sometimes when it is running 
this way it will catch and go like 
mad on top end but never as well 
as it should. The condition happens 
as the bike becomes hotter such as 
when running up a wash. I’ve tried 
assorted jets, plug ranges and etc., 
to no avail. 
This same problem has been ex- 
perienced by other riders of my ac- 
quaintance. D.W. — Palm Springs.

ANSWER: The problem is undoubted 

ly electric. First possi- 
bility is a bad winding in the low 
tension coil. Though all right at low 
speeds. and when cold, as those 
conditions change the windings may 
chafe or rub and produce the break- 
down you are suffering. A second 
possibility is loose wires behind 
the magneto that are contacting (rub- 
bing) the shaft or flywheel. 

If those loose wires aren’t the 
problem then back to the coil, The 
only way to check this out properly 
is to plug in a new unit. Do not just 
connect one parallel to the old one, 
it must be disconnected entirely and 
a new one installed. 

Since you mentioned “up a wash” 
I assume you're a desert rider. Many 
PurSang riders have installedacom- 
plete second ignition system — coil 
and condenser in conjunction with a 
switch. When as eventually must 
happen on desert trails, an ignition 
system fails, a flick of the switch 
just keeps things going fine. That 
sure beats pushing! 


QUESTION: J would like to know if 

it’s possible and how 
you would go about ‘setting up a total 
loss ignition system on a Hodaka 
and a Bultaco “Sherpa” 125. I’ve 
read about your views on Total Loss 
Ignition in the August 3, 1967 edi- 
tion, but since then I’ve received in- 
formation about the Judson “Cycle- 
Tron.” It claims to put a better spark 
than a coil and not decreases at 
higher rpm. Would the change ‘still 
be a waste of time and effort? G.S.— 
Greenbrae, Calif. 


ANSWER: I sure wish we knew what 
type of riding you use the 
Bultaco and Hodaka for. If it’s for 
any scrambles, desert etc., I would 
without hesitation state that regard- 
less of coil efficiency a total loss 
ignition system would be a waste of 
time and effort. The Judson ‘“*Cycle- 
Tron” is a coil and a very efficient 
one. I have seen a pair of them used 
for drag racing ignition set-ups, but 
that is virtually the only place I can 
recommend for a T.L. ignition.

In whatever ignition system you 
originally start with, all components 
except the breaker points and cam 
must be disconnected or done away 
with. The Judson coils have a six 
volt primary winding; thus your ma- 
chine must have such à battery volte 
age rating. A twelve volt battery will 
do, if you use a 6 volt dropping re- 
sistor in series with the positive 
battery lead. A complete set of wir- 
ing instructions are included with 
the Judson units, but again I do not 
recommend the total loss unless 
your use of the cycle is very limited! 


QUESTION: J own a 68xC100 Moto 

Beta with the standard 
Ceriani forks. I would like to re- 
move the dust covers and install the 
external seals that are used on a lot 
of current scramblers. Does Ceriani 
or any other company make such a 
seal for this unit? R.W.—Whittier, Cal. 


ANSWER: There is already an ex- 

ternal seal under those 
boots you wish to remove. No other 
type of seal is manufactured.I heart- 
ily recommend you leave the boots 
in place. Despite the efficiency of 
this seal, some foreign matters are 
going to work into the bushings and 
demand an overhaul before the due 
time with boots in place. 


QUESTION: Why does an engine run 
rich when the weather 
is cold and damp? I find that my bike 
is ‘still rich even after it’s fully 
warmed up. B.D. — San Jose. 


ANSWER: As the weather becomes 

cold and damp the fuel/air 
ratio is greatly effected. A good ex- 
ample is to imagine your engine in- 
take port is virtually just that when 
the valve is closed. Now, which 
holds more air, an empty jar or one 
half full of water? Exactly, the emp- 
ty one! 

But, when the air is damp your 
intake has a quantity of water that 
just will not allow as much air to 
combine withthe fuel your carburetor 
jet system is providing. As a result, 
you have a rich mix regardless of 
temperature!

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The changing times around us now find the world of cycle racing 
most deeply involved. The subject concerning racing at Ascot involves 
promoter J.C. Agajanian and his reluctance to any longer pay the well- 
wom standard payoff of 40% of the total gate to the riders. 

On one hand Aggie says he can no longer afford to pay 40%, and 
willnot pay 40%. On the other hand there are riders and tuners who say 
they cannot afford to race in their own backyard for any less. 


One way or the other the new season 
opens this Friday night with the first of 
33 weekly ‘half-mile events, The first 
night TT comes up on Saturday night. 

Any and all races will be AMA sanc- 
tioned this year and instead of a per- 
centage race all half miles will carry a 
flat purse of $1,500.00 and all TT’s will 
pay a total of $1,800.00. 

This column was never designed to 
reason why or argue the merits or pro’s 
and con’s of the many improvements or 
drawbacks connected with cycle racing— 
and there are many. 

However, some facts should be pointed 
out, and they are facts, First of all 
Aggie will run and run under the AMA 
banner for the entire year. Instead of 
paying the minimum purse set up by the 
AMA, which is $900.00 for half miles 
and $600.00 for TT’s, he will pay the 15 
& 18 hundred, Why there is more to the 
TT than the half-mile this¢olumn cannot 
answer, 

It has also been stated that if a rider 
sincerely feels that he cannot afford to 
race for less than 40% then that is his 
choice, but it will remain his choice for 
the rest of the ‘68 season as far as rac- 
ing at Ascot is concerned, The promotion 
says they can and will back up this 
statement and feel that it is not fair to 
the riders that can afford to race for 
less than the 40% figure to later have to 
split the loot with riders or tuners that 
sometime later in the season have a 
change of heart, 


(Ed. note: The legality. of this statement 
is in considerable doubt.) | 


Ascot has been the only track in the 
country paying 40% the past ten years 
and now it will join the rest of the track 
in paying a flat guarantee, 

The MRI, the local group whichis sort 
of a racers union, and of which I am a 
member, has made strong statements of 
late to tħe effect that some, if not all, 
of their members wili‘not race locally 
for less than 40%, 


This could mean that a lot of riders 
are going out of the racing business as 
it does not seem logical that a rider 
would not race in his home area for 
$1,500.00 but would travel 800 miles 
round trip to race a $900.00 half-mile 
in San Jose. 

The MRI by no means has 100% mem- 
bership of the active riders that race at 
Ascot each season, Nor do they have 
50%. They are, however, the only organ- 
ized “Voice” of any type at this time. 


Recently the MRI board sent two dif- 
ferent letters to responsible people with- 
in the AMA and the industry not only de- 
manding that 40% be paid but also that 
the MRI pay the 40% themselves.

These statements appeared rather 
strong for an organization which has yet 
to be officially recognized by the pro- 
moter, 

There never has been a vastamount of 
money in cycle racing. One can count on 
one hand, with fingers left over, justhow 
many riders really make a full time liy- 
ing racing cycles, 

It is not the fault of the riders, Cycle 
racing puts on a great show for the 
spectators, One thing that does standout 
is that many of the riders that are say- 
ing ‘‘no 40%, no ride,’’ have never made 
40% of anything, Many have never made 
$40.00 in a single race event — others 
have never made $40.00 in an entire 
season, 

It is easy for a rider who has never 
made money to yell for 40% or nothing. 
It is much more difficult for a rider who 
has made money to say the same and 
then quit racing. 

In many respects there have been for 
many years, too many riders who up 
for any type of Ascot event, Ascot has 
lost fans on occasion due to an extra 
large entry and a long extended program 
which has always allowed eachand every 
rider to at least compete in the heat 
races, 

Perhaps with a few less entries the 
show will improve in the long run and 
the fans, on a chilly night, will beable to 
arrive home a little earlier and less 
chilled. 

The cold facts remain that there will 
be racing at Ascot this year, the annual 
point fund will remain the same as last 
season and there will once again be two 
national championship races at the local 
path of speed, 

It seems as though the MRI as agroup 
who choose not to race at Ascot should 
be looking for another track to race upon 
with a promoter that will pay 40% of the 
total gate, Time is running out if high- 

priced riders with high-priced equip- 
ment are going to compete. 

It sums up as more or less ofa stand- 
off or which side one prefers to look at. 
The riders, some of them, race for 
money, the more the better, The fans 
come to see a good race and could really 
care less who sanctions the event or 
how much a rider receives. 


There is still a very thin line between 
a professional racer anda sporting rider, 
A $20.00 racing license does not neces- 
sarily make a rider a professional 
racer, Some riders have been known to 
sell trophies for more than many make 
trying to be a professional racer.
